To provide brief periods of practical experience and 
training in other countries, the World Mining Con- 
gress has arranged a scholarship programme for 
young graduates or similarly qualified mining 
engineers. Ali expenses will be met during a period 
of between 6 and 12 weeks by the host country which 
will provide an opportunity for practical mining 
experience and a general programme of visits to 
mines, mining machinery facilities and design/ 
research institutions. Candidates and/or their spon- 
sors will be responsible for the cost of travel to and 
from the host country. They should be in the age 
range 25-30 years and have a good knowledge of one 
of the Congress languages (English, French, Rus- 
sian, German, Spanish) or the language of one of 
the host countries. 

All enquiries should be made before March 31, 
1987 to the Secretary-General in Poland. Applica- 
tion forms will then be sent directly or through the 


science and technology, to support mining training and to 
commemorate the late Professor Krupinski who was founder 
and, for many years, Chairman of the World Mining Congress.

The Scholarships will be available in May- 
September period of 1988 and will be awarded by 
the International Organizing Committee of the 
World Mining Congress.
